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Itis scarcely necessary for us to add anything to the many “Tributes 
of Respect” to the memory of our departed Father in God, with which 
our present number 1s filled, and which make it truly a Memorial Num- 
ber. But out of the fulness of our hearts we must speak; for our 
friend and counsellor and guide has been taken away from us; and 
although we can recall occasions on which we entertained and 
expressed different views from those which he maintained, we can- 
not remember that those differences ever gave occasion to an unkind 
remark. We mourn for ourselves; but more especially for our Dio- 
cese, now left without its visible bond of union. Thanks be to God, 
our Great and Invisible Head ever liveth, and by his one Spirit, per- 
vades and unites every member of his one living Body. Still we are 
an afflicted people; and, as such, we are “exercised” by His chastening, 
or we are not worthy to be called His people. We are, for a time, 
as a family deprived of its parent; and years must roll away, before 
new ties and new associations can become as binding as those which 
have now been broken. From how many hearts went up a prayer 
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fora blessing on our Father: and God blessed him, but afflicted Be 
us. We asked that he might be restored to health: and God re 
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removed him to a land where sickness never comes. Our land will 
know him no more forever. We prayed that God would have 
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mercy upon us, and spare him to us a little while longer: and mercy— 
may it prove to us the best of mercies!—was shown by humblin 
us to the very dust; but he was not spared to us: and whilst we 
realize that the denial of our prayer was from the fountain of infinite and 
eternal love, yet is there an almost overwhelming sorrow in our hearts. 
We tremble for ourselves, lest the present condition of our Diocese 
lead us to sin against charity. In the feebleness of our faith, we even 
tremble for the ark of God. We know that that ark will ride in safety 
over the troubled waters; but yet, such is our weakness, we trembl 
when we contemplate the dangers to which itis exposed. The counsel 
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which we would take to our own hearts, and which we would impress 
upon our readers, is to pray fervently and unceasingly “ for the peac 
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tin His own infinite mercy and love. 
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of Jerusalem.”* May the God of Grace give us acalm and holy trus 


But we proceed to speak of him whose loss we mourn. Few men

when Thou seest it fit. Inthe mean time bless, we beseech Thee, this 
Church in which we live, that in it we may honour and serve Thee all 
the days of our life, and after this be glorified by Thee, through Jesu 
Christ our Lord. Amen.” 


“Q Lord, except Thou buildest the house, their labour is but lost tha 
build it: and except Thou, O Lord, keep the city, the watchman wa- 
keth butin vain. Itis but lost labour to rise early, and take Jate rest 
‘and to eat the bread of carefulness, if Thou bless not the endeavor 
that seek the peace and the welfare of Thy Church. Therefore, O 
Lord, build Thy Church, and keep it, and take care for it, that there 
may be no lost labour among the builders of it. Amen.” 


“Come, O Thou Divine Spirit of peace and love, Who didst resid 
in the Soul of the Holy Jesus, descend into His mystical body, and 
fill us, who compose it, with all His heavenly tempers; put an end t 
heresies, heal all schisms, cause bitter contentions to cease, abolish 
every enmity, and make us to be of one mind in Thy holy city; tha 
so, ‘peace being within her walls,’ her citizens may give themselve 
to every profitable employment, and ‘plenteousness’ of grace, wisdom, 
and truth, as well as of earthly blessings, may be in all her ‘palaces. 
Thus may she become a lively portrait of that place which is prepared 
for them that love one another, where with one heart and one voice; 
they shall ascribe ‘salvation and glory to God and to the Lamb.’ 
Amen.”’ 
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ossessed so many of the qualifications of a Christian Bishop, as ou 
Father. 

A MORE SELF DENYING MAN WE HAVE NEVER KNOWN. To physica 
enjoyment he seemed utterly indifferent; and what he should eat, o 
what he should drink, or wherewithal he should be clothed, seldom, i 
ever found place in his thoughts. The desire of that homage which is 
won by inéellectual attainment and display, and which is so often a snare 


to those who are called upon to instruct publicly their fellow-men, 
seemed altogether foreign to his character. We have never listened to 
his teachings from the pulpit, without feeling solemnly rebuked by his 


apparently utter forgetfulness of self, in the annunciation of what 
he deemed the truth of God. We have almost doubted, at times, 
whether it were possible for him to understand the meanings of the 
expressions—“intellectual pride and intellectual vanity.” Spiritwa 
enjoyment he must have valued. But he seemed not to seek for it: for, 
his only desire appeared to be to do the will of God; and, in humble 

ependence on the merits and righteousness of his Redeemer, wait for 
the joy which is at God’s right hand. We know no greater self-denial 
than this. 

WE NEVER KNEW A MORE HU.ABLE MAN THAN OUR Bisnop. He es- 
teemed others better than himself, and was ever ready to take the lowest 
place. Though the greatest among us, he made himself the servant of 
all; and even when he deemed himself called upon to maintain the rights 
and dignity of his office, all felt convinced that the man was forgotten. 

He WAs, MORALLY, THE BRAVEST MAN WE EVER KNEW. We do not 
mean that we have never met with men as fearless in the discharge of the 
duties of their office as he was. But we have never known his equal in tha 

ourage which shrinks not from the acknowledgment of error. Con- 
titutionally impetuous, he was sometimes tempted to the use of seem- 
ingly unkind language towards those with whom he differed; but he 
never failed to ask their forgiveness. We have known him to go miles, 
in a storm of wind and rain, to seek for one whose feelings he had sup- 
posed himself to have wounded, that he might say to him, “ Forgive 
me this wrong.” It mattered not against whom the offence had been 
committed. Whether it were a servant, or a child, or the most influen- 
tial of his Presbyters, his conduct was the same, 

HE WAs ONE OF THE MOST HONEST MEN WE HAVE EVER KNOWN—an 
Israelite indeed, without guile. Of what the world calls “policy,” he 
wasignorant; or he sothoroughly despised it that it had no place among 
the weapons of his warfare. No man need ever go behind his words 
or his actions to discover the end he had in view: and although all who 
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were brought into close or frequent intercourse with him, learned to love 
him for the noble traits of character by which he was distinguished, yet 
none could say of him, “ he caught me with guile.” In pure simplicity 
of character, we never expect to see his like again. 

He wAs A MAN OF THE LARGEST cHARITY. for opinions which he 
deemed false, he had no charity at all; and hence, mistaken men called 
him a bigot. But for men his heart was filled with love. Even in that 
freedom of intercourse which long journeyings together necessarily 
produce, we have never heard him utter an unkind word, even o 
those who had done him the greatest wrong. Nothing seemed more 
dificult to him, than tothink ill of his fellow-men; and while he lived 
we deemed this one of the weaknesses of his character. But now that 
he has gone to the land of love, we cannot wish that he had been other 
than he was. May we ever feel the rebukes which his kind judgments 
have often given us. 

WE HAVE NEVER KNOWN A MORE DEVOTED, A MORE UNTIRING LABOURER 
iN HIS MAsTER’S VINEYARD. To his Pastoral and Episcopal duties he 
sacrificed almost every social and domestic enjoyment. He seemed to 
live only for “Christ and His Church.” Go where he would; be his 
condition of body or mind what it might, he seemed always to have his 
thoughts engaged in plans for the advancement of the cause to which 
he was pledged. We have never known himto neglect an opportunity 
of doing good; and our wonder has often been how, when worn out 
and harrassed in body and mind, he was able to effect so much. 

Though one of the most humble of men, WE HAVE NEVER KNOWN A 
MAN WHO DEPENDED LESS ON OTHERS FOR GUIDANCE AND DIRECTION. He 
seldom, very seldom asked the counsel of his friends. When that 
counsel was offered he listened to it with respect, and not unfrequently 
was influenced by it. But most generally he took counsel only of his 
own heartand his God; and realizing that his responsibilities were 
from on high, he never shrank from them or sought to impose them 
onothers. Can we reconcile the paradoxical union of deep humility 
and fearless self-dependence? Without difficulty ; for 

We HAVE NEVER KNOWN A MORE PRAYERFUL CHRISTIAN, OR ONE 
MORE DILIGENT IN THE STUDY OF Gop’s Worp, In our journeyings 
together, we have often had occasion to seek for him; and we have 
invariably found him, in some retired corner, with his Prayer Book 
or his Bible in his hands. More than once, when scarcely able to sit 
up, has he said to us, ““Come let me read a chapter from the Bible 
and a prayer for you.” 

Here then would we bear our testimony to the influence which he 
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exerted over our own mind and character. From no living man have 
we derived so much spiritual good as from him. It was by his hands 
that God brought us into his holy Church, To him, under God, we 
owe our earliest religious impressions, It was his counsel and advice 
which first directed our thoughts to the fearful yet blessed responsibili- 
ties of the Gospel Ministry. And though it has been our lot, at times, 
to differ from him in some points of doctrine and discipline, we have 
never received at his hands aught but marks of kindness, and, in our, 
latter years, of unwavering confidence. 

We ought now, perhaps, to speak of him as a theologian. But we 
have already occupied more space than we had designed; and will 
only say that he was a “‘well-instructed scribe,” a sound theologian of 
the school of the old English Divines. For the novelties of these days 
he had no taste; and few men seemed more fully to recognize the sound- 
ness of the maxim, “whatsoever is old is true; whatsoever is new is 
false.” 


So far as we knew him, of his character and success we would testify 
that “he was a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith; and 
much people was added unto the Lord.” 

It may be said that our praise of our Father has been unqualified, 
Beitso. We have writtenas we have felt, and could not do otherwise. 
We deemed him not a perfect being. We knew him to be a sinner: 
and no man realized this more deeply than himself: but he was a 
Christian man—a sinner saved by grace—a redeemed and, we trust, 
a sanctified soul. His sins were his own; his graces were of the bless- 
ed Spirit. 

May the God of Grace sanctify to us all the sad bereavement which 
we have experienced; may we labour as he laboured; may we die as 


he died.—Eds. Gos. Mess. 





TRIBUTES OF RESPECT TO THE MEMORY OF 
BISHOP GADSDEN. 


Proceedings of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of South- 
Carolina, June 29, 1852: 


Our Bishop is gone from us!—our Father in God, the Rt. Rev. CaristorHer EF. 
Gapspen, died on the 24th inst. He had been ill for months of so painful a disease, and 
had been suffering so intensely towards its close, that no one could reasonably have 
Wished to detain him longer from his rest. Nevertheless we grieve that we are parted 
from a friend with whom some of ushave been for a lifetime in habits of intimate 
association. We feel for his widow and his children, bereaved thus of the one whose 
presence gave light to all that were in his house. We mourn that the congregation, of 
whom so many have grown up under his pastoral care, are to have him no more among 
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hem. And we share the sorrow of the Clergy and of the Laity, who are to be hence- 
orth without the benefit of his useful ministrations. 

But we desire to give glory to the God of grace for the traits of spiritual worth whick 
were in the life and conversation of our lamented Diocesan. We loved him because 
we knew him—and to know him was easy—tor his character was of so transparent sin 

erity that even its defects, which almost any one else would have taken care to con 

eal, he let every one see. Yet they rendered only the more illustrious the unaffected 
lowliness of hisheart. Conscious of meaning well, he resorted to no contrivance to ac 
complish his ends. But he counted on equal straight forwardness in others, and was 
quick to resent where be feared there might be desigu of evil. Equally prompt, how- 
ever, to repair a wrong, and in acknowledgment of error never sparing his own feel 
ings, his generous excess, if tailing to gain a brother left him never a1 enemy. Too 
single-minded to seek the praise of men, and too conscientious to countenance what he 
deemed to be error, he, notwithstanding, won by his aftability, and, secured by his 
unvarying rectitude, high esteem and general confidence beyond, as well as within the 

ale of our own communion. 

He loved Curist and the Church, and was, therefore, not only exact in his adher] 
ence to its rules, but ‘in journeyings often, in weariness and paintulness, in fastings of. 

mae ve . . 

ten,” “labored more abundantly” than many a youngerand stronger man. He lived inan 
atmosphere of prayer, carrying it about with him wherever he went, and breathing i 
in the haste of travelling, and in the midst of bis most pressing engagements, even as in 
the holy house, in whose precious services he found so great delig it. Preaching the 
gospel to the best of his ability, in the pulpit and from house to house, he laid stress 
chiefly on catechizing in Church, and im Sunday School, and on parochial visiting. 
Without neglecting his wealthier, and in the eyes of the world his more conspicuous 
parishioners, he was oftenest in the chambers of the sick, and in the hovels of the poo 
and of servants. Inthe teaching of these last, he took part personally and habitual 
ly, in the school on Sunday, and by gathering his own around fim twice a day, at his 
home. We may ascribe, under God, to the influence in this respect of his example, and 
of his exhortations, no little of the increase of attention given of late years to this class 
of our population, 

His abaters will be mourned deeply and widely, and his memory cherished long 
and gratefully throughout this Diocese, and by many who have been with him else- 
where, in the General Councils of our Church. ‘Therefore Resolved, unanimously, 

lst. This Committee, ascribing praise to the Head of the Church in Heaven, for the 
good which he was pleased to bring about through the instrumentality of our late 
Bishop, do bow beneath the chasteuing hand which has taken from us our official head 

n earth. 

2d. We tender our earnest sympathy to the widow and the orphans of the deceased, 
aud bespeak for them the prayers of all the pious. 

3d. We affectionately invite our brethren throughout this Diocese to bear upon thei 
hearts to the mercy seat of Christ the congregation who in this event have been depriv 
ed of both a Bishop and a Rector; and to unite with us in supplication that this afflic 
tion may be the means of bringing the sheep of Christ in this portion of His fold nearer 
in heart and life to Him and to each other.

On this solemn occasion we are as little 
inclined, from selfishness of grief, to indulge in exaggerated panegyric as to questior 
the mercy of the mysterious dispensation under which we mourn. Any unqualified 
praise is as inapplicable to man of woman born, as it would have been distasteful to the 
humility of our Right Reverend Father in-Gop. But even prejudice, the most invete 
rate, must allow that he was a good man—good, in so much as we may judge by the 
fruits of God’s Holy Spirit operating in the active, faithful, and successful performance 
of the very varied duties of his life. 

As a man, few possessed, as he did, that uoble, generous, spiritual chivalry which los 
sight of self in the ardor of universal benevolence, and thought nothing of personal 
sacrifice to do good toothers. AsaChristian, he walked by faith, he lived in prayer 
he ascended high the spiritual mount, but veiled with humility the radiance of those 
graces reflected from intercourse with Heaven. 

As a Priest of the Most High God, and particularly as a successor of the Apostles 
he labored assiduously to fulfil the work of the ministry, to preach the Gospel, to wiz 
souls to Christ, and to set forth the glory of God in the salvation of men. For more 
than forty years (twelve of which were devoted to the high functions of the Epise 
pate), he performed these duties with an ardor of zeal, to which the increased and in 
creasing household of faith throughout the Diocese bears unquestionable evidence. 

We, too, as members of a new ecclesiastical organization, recoilect with gratitude 
the co-operation and assistance which he afforded in the establishment of the Church 
in Cannonsboro’, and the constant interest which he felt in its success, But all these 
labors of love, and fruits of piety, availed not to arrest the fatal decree, The wise, the 
venerated, the holy Prelate, is gone down to the dead. But has death gathered these 
honors to deck his triumphal car? Did earth open her mouth toswallow up these me 
morials? Not so! Those virtues were of immortal nature! They adorned the walks; 
of a useful and holy life, and they now shed asweet perfume over his grave. Be it, 
therefore,

BISHOP DOANE’S TRIBUTE. 


We extract the following from a letter to the editor of the Banner 
of the Cross : 


“ A Sunday in Burlington.—I was a worshipper, last Sunday, in St. 
Mary’s Church, of which Bishop Doane is Rector. The Church was 
filled to overflowing: and I never saw a stiller and more reverential 
congregation. ‘The two galleries, which are occupied by the two In 
stitutions, contained, at least, two hundred pupils. The Bishop, as 
am told he always does, read morning prayer. After the Ante-Com- 
fmunion service, in which a priest, whose accent betrayed the German, 
read the Epistle, the Bishop gave the notice for the Holy Communion. 

« Te then, in substance, said—‘ It is my painful duty to announce to 
you the death of a dear and honored brother. It is more than nine 
years since a Bishop entered into rest. The venerable Bishop Griswold, 
then Presiding Bishop, died in 1843. The Right Rev. Christopher 
Edwards Gadsden, Bishop of South-Carolina, departed this life aftera 
long and painful illness, on the morning of Thursday last, the Nativity 
of St. John the Baptist. I have been intimately acquainted with him 
for many years. He died at the age of seventy: and had been nearly 
half a century in holy orders. He was the bosom friend of Bishop De- 
hon, and of Bishop Bowen; the latter of whom he succeeded. He 
was a leading counsellor in the Convention of the Diocese; and repre- 
sented it, most ably, inthe General Convention. He combined the sim- 
plicity of a child with the wisdom of a man; the courage of a hero, 
and the piety of a saint. He was sincerity itself. It may be said of 
him, as you heard inthe second Lesson, of St. Barnabas: He was a 
good man, and full of the Holy Ghost, and of faith! And I have al- 
ways thought of him, and have heard others say the same, as an admi- 
rable copy of him of whom the Saviour said, Behold an Israelite, 
indeed, in whomthere is no guile! He was consecrated on the 21st 
of June, 1840, in Trinity Church, Boston, by Bishop Griswold, assist- 
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ed by Bishop McCoskry, and myself: and I preached the sermon. We 
were thus brought into most intimate relations ; and we never differed 
on any question of importance. He has not left a better man. Let it 
be in all our prayers, that God will comfort his afflicted family, and his 
beloved diocese : and speedily raise up, as his successor, one whowill 
walk in his footsteps, as he has walked in Christ’s.’” 


Bishop Gadsden.—The death of this excellent Bishop severs anothe 
link that bound us to the Fathers of the Church in America. Though 
not long a chief pastor, yet our earliest recollections associate him in 
the councils of the Church with White, and Bowen, and Moore. Un- 
prepossessing in outward appearance, and wanting in many popula 
attractions, his sterling integrity, his lofty estimate of truth, by deep 
earnestness of piety and solid theological learning, always commanded 
respect, and drew from his clergy that unanimous resolution of cordial] 
support which finally prompted him to accept the office which the choice 
of his Diocese tendered him. In the discharge of his high duties, hi 
walk has been a quiet, and, in some degree, aretired one. Occasional 
extracts from his journal, only proving that he was about his master’ 
business. The Lorp has taken him when the Church seems most to 
want him; but we may not envy him a rest for which we are sure he 
longed—trusting that another steward will be found to receive the 


charge which he so faithfully kept.— Church Times. 


It is with a sad and heavy heart that we have to record the death o 
the Right Rev. Christopher E. Gadsden, D. D., Bishop of South Caro- 
lina; which took place at his residence in Charleston, on Thursday 
24th June, after a protracted and painful illness.

Long before Dr. Gadsden was called to the high office which he 
adorned with so much piety, learning, meekness, kindness, and benevo- 
lence, he had taken a prominent part in the councils of the Church, and 
was always distinguished for his sound judgment and consistent course. 
For thirty years he had been the bosom friend and counsellor of Dehon 
and Bowen, and their mantle could not have fallen on a more worthy 
successor. When elected to the Episcopate in February, 1840, he had 
long been the faithful and beloved Rector of St. Philip’s church, 
Charleston; which he continued to be till his death. With the modesty 
and difidence which shone conspicuously in his character, he would 
have shrunk from the dignity and responsibilities to which he was called, 
and requested of the Convention time for consideration and prayer. 
Ata subsequent conference which he held with the clergy, they adopt- 
ed the following resolution : 

Resolved, unanimously, That the clergy of this diocese assure th 
Rev. Dr. Gadsden of the sincere respect which they entertain towards 
him, of their cordial determination to sustain him in the exercise of the 
office to which he has been elected, and of their earnest prayers that h 
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pay be divinely directed in deciding the solemn question now befor 
im.” 

He was consecrated in Trinity Church, Boston, on Sunday, June 21, 
1840, by the Right Rev. Dr. Griswold, Bishop of the then Eastern 
Diocese, and Presiding Bishops assisted by Bishops Doane, of New 

ersey, and McCoskry, of Michigan. 

That the,Resolution adopted by the clergy of South-Carolina, on the 

ccasion above alluded to, was a happy presage of the harmony and 
unanimity which was to characterize the diocese that Dr. Gadsden was 
then,called to preside over, we have most gratifying evidence of inthe 
very affectionate and touching letter addressed to him by them in March 
last; assuring him unanimously, of “their Christian sympathy and 
condolence under his afflictive sickness,” and concluding with “the cor- 
dia] expression of their continued confidence and esteem.”— Banner of 


the Cross.

Death of Bishop Gadsden.—It becomes our painful duty to record 
the death of the Right Rev. Bishop Gadsden, which occurred at his 
residence in Charleston, on the 24th of June. The notices which w 
have had, from time to time, of the declining state of the Bishop’s 
health, had in some measure prepared us for the sadevent. Bishop 
Gadsden was a man of primitive simplicity, earnestness and piety. 
And few Bishops have possessed a character more entirely consonan 
with their high office in the Church of God. By this bereavement, his 
family, his large circle of devoted friends, and his Diocese, of which 
he has been a most faithful Pastor, are plunged in the deepest affliction. 
We are sure that the whole Church will share their sorrow, and shed 
for them the tear of sympathy. The character and services of this 
venerated Prelate will no doubt be portrayed by some skilful hand, 
and we shall have great pleasure in challenging for the portrait the 
grateful admiration of our readers. For the following brief outline, 
we are indebted to the N. Y. Express: 

“ Right Rev. Christopher E. Gadsden, Bishop of the Diocese of 
South Carolina, was a native of Charleston, and a grandson of General 
Christopher Gadsden, a distinguished worthy of the Revolution. He 
was a graduate of Yale College, and received his academic honors in 
the same class with Mr. Calhoun. He was ordained Deacon, July 25, 
1807, by Bishop Moore of New York, and Priest in April, 1810, by 
Bishop Madison of Virgima In January, 1808, he was elected Recto 
of Biggen Church, in the parish of St. John’s, Berkeley, and 
resigned on the 2d February, 1810, to enter on the duties of Assistant 
Minister of St. Philip’s Church, in Charleston, to which office he was 
chosen on the 21st of December, 1809. On the 17th July, 1814, h 
was chosen Rector of St. Philip’s, as the successor of Rev. James De 
war Simons, and continued to officiate there to the time of his death. 
In 1840, he was elected Bishop of the Diocese, as the successor of the 
Rt. Rev. Nathaniel Bowen, D. D., and was consecrated in Trinity 
Church, Boston, on Sunday, June 21,1840. Bishop Gadsden was dis 
tinguished for deep learning, elegance of composition, and ferven 
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While deploring our loss, as we are called to do by this afflictive dis- 
pensation of an All-wise Providence, it is fitting that we remember 
with gratitude how seldom the insatiate archer has been permitted t 
aim his fatal shaft at our Episcopal College; the death of Bishop Gris- 
wold, which took place on the 15th of February, 1843, being, until 
now, the most recent.— Calendar.

Society my seventh semi-annual Report of the Mission at St. Stephen’s, 
I am reminded, in the first place, that by the mysterious providence 
of our Heavenly Father, I can no longer present my reports to Him, 
to whose eye they were to be first addressed, and who took ever so 
deep and heartfelt an interest in the two Missions of our Ladies’ Soci- 
ety. The Right Rev. Curistropuer Epwarps Gapspen, D. D., our 
venerable and beloved Diocesan, the friend and patron of our two mis- 
sions from their institution, who was ever ready with pen, and voice, 
and purse, to aid this cause of benevolence and piety—as, indeed, h 
was ready to promote all other enterprises for advancing our beloved 
Church,—the friend and father of the poor and the stranger, is taken 
from our sorrowing eyes. We all mourn his loss, as heavy and irre- 
parable. May I be allowed to add the remark, more personal to myself, 
that it was in obedience to his earnest request, that I resigned a situ- 
ation of less labor and greater temporal comfort and emolument, for the 
laborious and self-denying charge of this Mission ? 

From my first undertaking it, hissympathy, and wise and godly 
counsel have been of the greatest value to me. He entered with cha- 
racteristic earnestness into all my plans, and, in every discouragement, 
cheered me onward with his hearty approbation. For three years and 
half, he had given me the aid of his godly counsel and prayers i 
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this Mission; and for siateen years, without a day or an hour of es 
trangement or coldness, he had been my friend and adviser. Especially 
shall we miss him in the daily worship of the Chapel, where he was 
present, whenever in town, on two mornings of the week. 

But I must not enlarge on a topic with which all our hearts are full. 
He has gone to his rest; and, we trust, to receive, at last, his exceed. 
ing great reward. Let us follow his footsteps, as far as he followed 
Christ, and, in particular, imitate his exceeding humility, his laborious 
self-denial, and his entire devotion of body and soul to the cause «f 
Christ and His Church! 

The labors of the Mission have been unusually arduous for the las 
six months, Though there has been no prevailing epidemic, I have 
never known so much sickness in the winter and spring. Every kid 
of chronic malady, to which the poor are liable, seemed to be aggra 
vated by the severe and changeable weather. Numerous cases of, 
lingering illness demanded of me almost daily visits for many weeks 
each; and though the deaths have not been numerous, I have fel 
called upon to be more, than usually by the bedside of the sick ; and 
have thus made, in six months, more than a thousand visits. 

I have administered the holy Communion in the Chapel twice every 
month, and in private ten times. Twelve burials have been solemnized, 
but enly ove marriage. The number of baptisms has been less than 
usual—only five: but several adults are preparing for, and several children 
are waiting for an opportunity of receiving this Sacrament. Divine 
Service has been held, and sermons delivered twice on every Lord’s 
day; and service has been held once or more on nearly every week 
day. Whole number of services in six months, two hundred and thirty- 

ve. Lectures have been delivered twice a week, on Wednesdays a 
night, and on Friday afternoons. On Wednesdays, the subject has been 
recently the Prayer Book, and on Fridays, the Book of Psalms in course 

I do not know, whether I have before remarked in these reports, 
that the week-day lectures are prepared with as much care and study 
as my other duties will allow, butare almost always delivered withou 
written notes. In the Sunday instructions from the pulpit, I have en 
deavored to follow the order of subjects pointed out by the Church’ 
year, but within that degree of uniformity to secure as much variety 
and interest as my limited abilities would allow. Believing that a con 
gregation of this kind could be most readily interested by an extem 
poraneous discourse, I have frequently (but always with much prepa- 
ration and thought) addressed them without notes, often on the Epistl 
or Gospel for the day. I do not think this course always desirable 
Some subjects require a more careful and deliberate handling, than 
can be given them in an extemporaneous discourse : and he, who neve 
writes, will soon injure the accuracy of his own mind, and be liable t 
run into florid or verbose declamation, or into wearisome sameness an 
repetition. 

However, the modified use of the extemporaneous mode of preach- 
ing, has, so far, seemed to me a successful experiment, inasmuch as 1 
has evidently secured a more lively attention and interest on the pa 
of the young and the uneducated. 
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The Church Home has necessarily received much of my care and 
attention. Its inmates are all members of the congregation of St. Ste- 
hen’s, and several of the orphan girls form a chief part of the choir, 
The chief difficulties relating to the inception of this charitable work 
have been surmounted, its debt has been greatly reduced; and, we 
trust, it has taken a permanent hold on the sympathies of the commu- 
nity. 

The Congregation, number of Communicants, Sunday School, and 
Day School, remain without material variation. But the Day School 
is suffering for want of the means of support. Will not the friends of 
the chapel come forward to its aid ? 

The Communion fund also is nearly exhausted; and as the season, 
when sickness may be expected is approaching, I shall be grateful for 
donations in money and clothing for the poor. Unless I am thus aided 
by individuals, I shall be compelled to refuse many worthy applicants 
for charity. 

I have received on account of Communion Alms (inclu- 

ding $5 per month from St. Philip’s, and several do-

which will not last me one month. I trust some benevolent persons 
will relieve this want. 

Articles of clothing received and distributed, one hundred and fifty- 
one. 
I have lost from the Sunday School the greater number of the co- 
lored children, chiefly from the impossibility of keeping regular teachers 
forthem. Our young persons, qualified for the office of teachers, seem 
yet, in but few instances, to realize the exceeding privilege of laboring 
for Christ, and especially for the lambs of His flock; or if excited by 
sudden enthusiasm, they begin well, they soon tire of the monotonous 
labor, and leave their work unfinished. Inno particular, have I found 
greater difficulties, than in keeping suitable Sunday school teachers. 
Four or five only have remained with me steadily since Novembe1 
1848, when I took charge of the chapel. The others have been changed 
again and again. 

Of all the classes, the Infant Class, which is taught orally, is proba- 
bly the most useful. It numbers from twenty to thirty members. 
_ My Assistant, the Rev. J. Ward Simmons, left early in June, expect- 
ing to be absent most of the summer, partly on a visit to relatives at 
the North, and partly for the benefit of his health and that of some 
members of his family, which was considerably impaired. I have been 
kindly assisted so far, in part of my duties by the Rev. Henry Elwell, 
whose services have been highly appreciated. I expect shortly to be 
assisted by the Rev..P. Gervais Jenkins, M. D., Deacon, who has just 
completed his course of study in the General Theological Seminary in 
New-York, as a Candidate from this Diocese, of which he is a native, 
and who was ordained in New-York:

REPORT OF ST. JOHN’S CHAPEL, HAMPSTEAD. 

To the Executive Commitiee of the Missionary Chapels.—Feelin 
deeply the affliction which we, in common with other congregations of 
this Diocese, have sustained by the death of our beloved Bishop, th 
Minister and Congregation of St. John’s Chapel, Hampstead, offer you 
dear friends, the members of the Committee, our sincere condolence, 
and invite you to supplicate with us, that our bereavement may b 
sanctified to us. 

In compliance with the prescribed regulation, your attention is re 
spectfully directed to the following statement, connected with the Mis- 


sion of St. John’s, for the last six months. Baptisms, twenty-five, viz : 
‘one white adult and seven children; four colored adults and thirteen 


children. Burials—twenty: six white adults and six children; six co 
lored adults and two children. Marriages—nine: two white and seven 
colored. Confirmed by Bishop Rutledge, at St. John’s Chapel, twelve 
persons: six white and six colored; also one in a sick room. 

The Lord’s Supper has been administered on the third Sunday of 
every month, and on the Festivals. A Sunday School for white and 


{colored children, has been held every Sunday morning, before service, 


under a Superintendent and five other Teachers, and one for colored 
adults and children every Sunday evening after service, under the Mis 
sionary. Catechetical instruction has been given once every week to 
some colored persons connected with the chapel. 

The white children of the Congregation have been catechised on the 
second Sunday of every month, after morning service, and the colored 
children after service in the evening. Prayers have been held, and a 
sermon preached at the Poor-house, on an evening of every week, and 
visits have been made to its hospitals—occasional visits have been 
made to the Charleston gaol. The roof of the Chapel is in a decayed 
state, and the fences generally need repair. Estimates are now being 
made, and will soon be rendered in.

Rev. Francis Huger Rutledge, D. D., Bishop of 
Florida, officiating at the request of the Standing Committee of th 
Diocese of South-Carolina, admitted Mr. Edward Edmund Bellinger 
tothe holy Order of Deacons. Morning prayers were read by the 
Rev. C. C. Pinckney, and the address on the duties of the Diaconat 


was delivered by the Rev. Dr. Hanckel, who also presented the can- 
didate. 


Consecration.—On Wednesday, the 14th July, the Rt. Rev. Francis 
H. Rutledge, D. D., Bishop of Florida, officiating at the request of the 
Standing Committee of the Diucese of South-Carolina, consecrated to 
the service of Almighty God, the Church of the Holy Cross, Clare- 
mont. In our next number, we hope to be able to give a full account 
of the services, and a description of the Church, which is said to be a 
very beautiful specimen of the Early English, or First Pointed style of 
Gothic Architecture. 
Confirmations.—On the 14th July, the Bishop of Florida administer- 
ed the holy rite of Confirmation to two persons, in the Church of the 
Holy Cross, Claremont. 

On the 15th, he administered the same rite to two sick persons in 
this city. 

The degree of Doctor of Divinity has been conferred on the Rev 
Moses A. Curtis, by this Diocese, by the College of North Carolina 

Mountain Convocation.—I send, for insertion upon your pages, this 
short leaf from the proceedings of the third meeting of our ‘“ Moun 
tain Convocation,” the whole of which were more than usually inter-{ 
esting : 

The Convocation assembled at Greenville, on Friday the 28tho 
May. At 5o’clock, p. m., on Saturday the 29th, the hour appointed 
for laying the Corner Stone of the new house of Prayer of Christ 
Church parish, the Clergy, in their surplices, were ‘joined by th 
Vestrymen and Wardens of the congregation, at the building occupie 
by the Dehon School, and the whole moved thence in procession to the 
north-east corner of the nave of the building. The service—that se 
forth in the Clergyman’s Companion, a portion of that set forth by the 
Bishop of Georgia being incorporated with it—was performed by th 
Rev. A. H. Cornish, Vice-Piesident of the Convocation. 

At the proper time, the deposits were made in the corner stone, which 
was laid in the north-east corner of the nave, under the north transept, 
consisting of acopper box containing a glass jar well sealed. This 
jar contained the Bible, Book of Common Prayer, a copy of the 
Churchman, the Gospel Messenger, the Banner of the Cross, the Cal- 
endar, the Church Times, the Journal of our Convention, and Church 
Almanac for 1852; and a roll inscribed as follows : 

“The corner stone of the edifice of Christ’s Church, Greenville, 5. 
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C., devoted to the service of Almighty God, agreeably to the principles 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United States of America; 
in its doctrines, ministry, liturgy, rites, and usages ; was laid on this, 
the 29th day of May, being the day before Whitsunday, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two; in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

His Excellency Millard Fillmore, President of the United States ; 
His Excellency John H. Means, Governor of the State of South-Caro- 
lina. The Rt. Rev. Christopher E. Gadsden, D. D., Bishop of South 
Carolina; the Rev. Thomas Simons Arthur, Rector of Christ’s Church 
Greenville. Wm. B, Leary and Dr. Jno. Crittenden, Wardens; and 
Thos. Powell, V. McBee, Thomas M. Cox, Wm. Irwin, O. B. Irvine, 
E. P. Jones, and E.S. Irvine, Vestrymen. The Rev. Jno. D. McCol- 
lough of the Church of Advent, Spartanburg, Architect. 

« Population, of the District 20,000, and of the town 1750.” 

The cap-stone was then put in its place by fourof the Vestrymen, 
and laid by Rev. A. H. Cornish, in the name of the Holy Trinity, and 
and signed with the blessed symbol of Redemption. 

Then followed the thrilling address by the Rev. Rector, of which 
we need say no more, the Convocation having procured it for publication 
your paper, where it may utter its own voice. Thechoir, accompanied by 
a melodeon, arranged for the occasion, chaunted the Gloria in Excelsis, 
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and the services were concluded with prayer and benediction by the 


officiating Priest. Notwithstanding the very unfavorable weather, which 
prevented numbers from participating in the solemn services, a consid- 
erable assembly joined with devout interest in laying the foundation o 
this their second temple: and all, we venture to say, left the hallowed 
spot with a quickened perception of the beauty of holiness, and hearts 
full of gratitude to God for His unspeakable gift. .On Whitsunday, 
large and devout congregations asssembled for three services, in McBee’s 
Hall, the temporary place of worship; and we took our departure, 
congratulating our worthy brother and kind host upon the many tokens 
vouchsafed him that his labour is not in vain in the Lord. 




















Connecticut Convention —This Ecclesiastical body assembled in St. 
ohn’s Church, Bridgeport, on the 8th of June, and was in session two 
days. There was a very large attendance both of Clergy and Laity; 
and the proceedings are represented as having been “exceedingly harmo- 
nious.” The Bishop, in the afternoon of the first day, delivered his 
annual address, which reports the number of persors confirmed, durin 
the past year, to be 672, and the number of persons ordained, 5. The 
following is the conclusion of his address. We commend it, especially 
the last paragraph, to the serious reflection of our readers: 

“There is nothing in regard to the general aspect of the Church 
within the Diocese, which seems to call for special remark. We find 
ourselves singularly united in doctrinal views, and in church usages. 
There appears to be no tendency to extremes, on the right hand or the 
left. If our united councils, and united action shall, by the grace o 
God, be animated and directed by Christian zeal, we may look forward 
to auspicious results, 
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Some thirty years ago, the minds of many members of our congrega- 
tions, and of nota few within the pale of our communion, were perplexed 
by errors connected with the Calvinistic system ; and one of my first 
charges was directed against the influence of those errors. They were 
derived mainly from the dissenting denominations which surround us, 
But, in a large portion of these denominations, the metaphysics of the 
Geneva Reformer, have been supplanted by the metaphysics of Ger- 


many : and much of the sound theology connected with the former, has 


also been displaced by the rationalism which pertains tu the latter. The 
revival system, too, has had its day within our times. Under the operation 
»f this system, the whole substance of religion was supposed to consist 
in an instantaneous change of heart, wrought by the irresistible opera- 
tion of the Holy Spirit; thus superceding the necessity of youthful 
training, and all human efforts. For many years its influence greatly 
impeded the doctrinal teachings of our Church, and the efforts of our 
clergy. This error too, seems to be rapidly passing away; but as in 
the case of Calvinism, it has not been succeeded by anything better. 
The place of both has been occupied, to a lamentable extent, by cold- 
ness, indifference, and rationalism; while persons of ardent tempera- 
ment have found occupation in various schemes of fancied benevolence, 
and in fanatical agitations. And it is not alone among the multitude 
that these skeptical views prevail. Even in some of the schools of 
theology, the inspiration of the Holy Scriptures is called in question, 
as well as the testimony of the Church, to their divine authority. 

The truth is, Brethren, a latitudinarian indifference, and an infide 
Rationalism are the great errors with which the Church will have to 
contend for the next half century. My Brethren of the Clergy; le 
me exhort you to arm yourselves for this contest. Let your minds be 
well imbued with the evidences in support of divine revelation, and th 
truths of the christian system, and let its peculiar doctrines constitute the 
great theme and substance of all your teachings.”

DEATH OF BISHOP HENSHAW. 


With deepest sorrow we announce the sudden decease of the Rt. 
Rev. J. P. K. Henshaw, D. D., Bishop of Rhode Island. It occurre 
at or near Frederick in this Diocese on Tuesday. We feel this even 
the more keenly because this estimable Bishop was acting as the sub 

titute of our own absent Diocesan. We can sympathise with ou 
sister Diocese of Rhode Island, as united in the present bereavement. 
We mourn for her and for ourselves, for our own chief Pastor, whos 
plans seem thus to be frustrated, which he had provided for the wel 
fare of his Diocese, during his brief absence; and we mourn for the 
family and friends who are left to feel the loss of one so justly beloved 
and honored by all. The character of Bishop Henshaw is too well 
known in this Diocese to require any extended notice from us, nor 
have we now the heart to write it. We bow before the Supreme 
Head, and fervently pray, that this new bereavement in the person 0 
another Chief Pastor, may be sanctified to His Church’s good. 

Baltimore ( Md.) Church Times. 
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Died, at Cordesville in St. John’s Berkley, on the 11th ult., in the 27th year of his age, 
and in the communion of the Catholic Church, Joun Batt, Esq., of Hyde Park Plan- 
tation. 

In the decease of the above estimable individual, a large circle of friends and ac-f. 

quaintances are made to mourn, while the Church of bis native parish has been called 
to part froma valued though youthful member. The writero this notice does not pur- 
pose to call attention to the many amiable qualities which adorned the life of the de- 
ceased, or to his good report among men. Suflice it to say, that he was much beloved 
by those who knew him well. We desire rather to record, what outshines all else, viz: 
that he lived and died an hnmble, sincere Christian. 
Such was his conscientiousness and fear, lest he should tread irreverently upon holy 
ground, that it was only after repeated efforts of Divine Grace had been brought to 
bear upon his soul, that he ventured to confess Christ before men, and partake of the 
memorials of hisdying love. But, the step once taken, he was enabled to walk accord 
ing to his profession. We believe also, that he found former doubts and misgivings to 
sive way before duty performed; as ever will be the case, when an individual moves 
forward under the call of God. His sickness, which was of that painfully distr ess- 
ing character, known commonly as “Country Fever,” was borne with meekness 
and resignation to the will of God. And he passed through the valley of the shadow of 
death into the life to come, trusting simply and solely to a Redeemer’s merits, fur pardon 
and salvation. 
His Rector had permitted himself, in anticipating the future, to think of the departed 
as one, to whom he might look for aid and interest in every good work; for they only 
who have the charge of souls, know how to appreciate a pious layman’s co-operation. 
But the ways of the Lord are not as our ways, nor his thoughts as our thoughts. 

May this dispensation of His wise Paevideass not be without its proper frait—and 
may those who mourn most deeply over the dead, have balm poured into their bruised 
souls by the remembrance of these words—He that believeth on me hath everlasting 
life.”
